to purchase arms for the Dominican Republic, between 31 May 1948 and 30 July 
1948 has been ascertained to be tho following: 


3 May 1948: arrived in Rio de Janeiro from Belem by commercial plane. 


26 June 1948: arrived in Rio from Sen Juan by commercial plane, acco.penied 
by his wife, Ane Altagracia Fuensante Llinas Espeillat. 

(Field Coment: There is no record of Eepaillat’s having left Rio after 

31 May by eny commercial means, and it seems likely that he went at least 
part wey to Ciudad Trujillo by Brazilian military aircraft.) . 


17 July 1948: left Rio by commercial plane. 
30 July 1948: arrived in Rio by comercial plane, 


2, Colonel Espaillat and his wife signed out of the Aeroporte Hotel on 1 July 1948. 
They now maintain their residence in apartment 203, Avenida Beira Mar, 216, Rio, 
25X1A6a apparently together with the personal physician of the Dominican Ambassador to 
Brazil. Espaillat reportedly plans to establish an office in this apartnent. 
Bw (Ramil Comment: Since Espaillat is going to set up an office, it would appear 
thet the arms transaction has not by any meane been completed. ) . 


it-2 3, The secretary of the Dominican Ambassador stated on 21 July that the shipment of 
arma to the Dominican Republic had not resulted from any agreement between Brazil 
and the Dominican Republic but was merely a private transaction between friendly 
governnents. He asserted that the recent trip of Col. Espaillat to Rio did not 
concern the arms shipment and that Espaillat was merely on vacation. The secretary 
did affirm that Espaillat, an armanent technician, had examined the material. shipped 
from Brazil, but only because he happened to be in Rio at the tine. :
